On 6th June 1994, a severe cyclonic storm hit the coast 
of Goa which resulted in the grounding of a litefabefr of 
shipe anchored off Marmagao Harbour. The offltef wai 
ordered to soil C-133 w-h de«n-tch for assisting the 
grounded vessel ‘MV PACIFIC FlONEER off Aguad*. 
Inspite of adverse weather cofklltloWS. the officer bfhlftht 
his shir> alongside ‘MV PACIFIC PIONEER’ and hoarded 
the ship. He assisted the ship’s Captain in pullmp off 'he 
grounded ship with the help of its anchor* This resulted 
fa refloatation of 'MV PACIFIC PIONEER’ and it* move 
to a safer location. 


At about 1000 hours on 19th August, 1994, a major Are 
broke out in the DA compartment of the CGS VARAHA, 
Shri Gurdev Singh being a member of the fire fighting party 
rushed to the spot immediately and made several daring 
attempts to approach the scat of the fire.
